related trial. He worked the TCG RICO trial and knew that trial had been a 
safety concern for the Marshal’s service. He assumed his addition to this 
case was because the Marshal’s service was concerned with secur ity at this 
trial as well. Due to his many assignments as a Deputy Marshal 
was familiar with members of TCG. He knew of and had heard of the violent 
crimes in which TCG members had been involved. He was not familiar with 
Angilau. 
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He had been told Angilau was currently incarcerated for acts of 
violence to include robberies, assaults and shooting at two Deputy 
Marshals.
